A British Admiralty communiqué 

vesterday stated :— 
" “Further heavy losses have been in- 
ficted by our submarines among the 
enemy's reinforcements and supplies 
‘for his armies in Libya. A _ large 
liner of about 18,000 tons has been hit 
iy two torpedoes, and it is considered 
that she was sunk, This ship was 
south-bound, and escorted, and it is 
thought that she must have had about 
5,000 enemy troops on board. 

‘A French tanker of about 5,000 
tons steering towards Tripoli, and es- 
corted by an Italian warship, has been 
torpedoed and sunk. A 5,000-ton trans- 
port, or supply ship, has been tor- 
pedoed and probably sunk. A heavily 
laden oil tanker of about 4,000 tons 
has been hit by torpedo. 

‘It is now known that the Italian 
destroyer described in the Admiralty 
communiqué of May 23 as probably 
sunk was destroyed.’’—(Press Associa- 
tion.)

Berlin. 

So far as could be learned yesterday, 
German statesmen did not stay up to 
listen to the President's broadcast. 

German Radio, referring to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's speech, said last night: 
“ When did the Fuehrer ever sociales 
he would conquer Europe; when did 
the Fuehrer say he would extend 
beyond his frontiers, and that Germany 
planned attack on the Western Hem.- 
sphere ?”’ 


OPINION IN ITALY 


Italian observers indicate that an 
American attempt to occupy Iceland, 
Greenland, the Azores or , Verde 
islands would be considered an 
“‘aggressive move” calling for war 
action on the part of the Axis Powers. 

Italians yesterday regarded Mr. 
Roosevelt’s proclamation of unlimited 
national emergency, and the contem- 
plated measures an Germany, as 
virtually putting the United States at 
war with the Axis.

“BLOW FOR FREEDOM” 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

President Roosevelt’s declaration is 
unprecedented in American history, 
says a Washington despatch to the 
Associated Press. One legal expert 
pointed out that the true determina- 
tion of the degree of the emergency 
was the extent of the special powers 
which might be invoked. 

In a leader, headed “Call to 
Action,” the New York Times de- 
clares to-day that Mr Roosevelt has 
struck a mighty blow for freedom. 

The emergency declaration, it adds, 
“will cut a short way through pro- 
blems which have seemed insoluble, 
and will facilitate the mobilisation of 
the nation’s full creative forces, its 
immense productive genius, its inex- 
haustible resources, and its resources 
of capital and labour for the supreme 
effort that lies before us.’’ 


“WAR DECLARED” 


The Dallas (Texas) News says :— 

** Roosevelt has declared war. Now 
America will discard petty and selfish 
ends and work for the victory that 
must be won.” 

The Tulsa (Oklahoma) World :— 
‘* Roosevelt spoke for the nation, and

MR. MENZIES’S' - 
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GERMANS TAKE 


BATTLE CONTINUES 
AT SOLLUM 


HALFAYA PASS, south of 

Sollum, has been taken by 
German and Italian forces, it 
was reported in the German 
communiqué last night, The 
British admit the withdrawal 
from the position, which they 


occupied some weeks ago. 

In London the retirement is not 
regarded as serious, as the battle sways 
continuously. 

The Germans claim to have captured 
nine guns, seven tanks, several other 
armoured cars and a quantity of equip- 
ment, and say that the British suffered 
heavy losses and lost a number of 
prisoners, while the German losses are 
slight. Destroyer ‘planes, the com- 
muniqué also says, attacked a troop 
camp and concentrations of lorries in 
the area round Sollum. 

The Cairo communiqué last night 
described it as a temporary withdrawal 
and reported that there was no change 
in the position around Tobruk. 


BENGHAZI RAID 


The R.A.F. communiqué reports 
a night attack on Benghazi Harbour, 
where fires were started. R.A.F 


bombers attacked shipping off the 
North African coast, where several 
direct hits were mage on two merchant 


vessels of between 8,000 and 10,000 tons 
each.

The commander of the Eighth 
Division has surrendered, and the 
division is now being taken prisoner, it 
says. 

The R.A.F. communiqué says that, 
near Sidi Barrani, an ME 109 was 
captured after a forced landing, and 
over Tobruk a Junkers 52 was shot 
down by A.A. gunfire. 

In Abyssinia, aircraft of the South 
African Air Force and of the Free 
French unit bombed and machine- 
gunned the aerodrome at Gondar and 
positions near the Omo and Gippe 
rivers.

America’s Reply 

The world has heard President Roose- 
velf's eagerly awaited pronouncement, 
| and the world is not yet entirely certain 
what to make of it. He has not made an 
open declaration of war against the 
“Axis ' Powers, as some people antici- 
pated; he has not declared downrightly 
that the United States Navy will escort 
merchant ships bearing supplies to Great 
Britain, as evan more hoped. Yet, the 
tenor of his speech admits of no mis- 
interpretation. He has asserted, more 
strongly than ever before, his conviction 
that the advance of the “ Axis” Powers 
constitutes a real danger—the greatest 
danger in her history—to the United 
States, and he has pledged himself, more 
solemnly than ever before, to furnish all 
possible aid to the British people. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indulged in no false senti- 
ment. The whole programme of aid for 
the democracies, he said, was based upon 
hard-headed concern for the United 
States’ own security, inasmuch as every 
dollar of material sent across the Atlantic 
helped to keep the dictators away from 
the Western hemisphere. He did not try 
to underestimate the peril or the nearness 
of their approach. The war was approach- 
ing the brink of the Western hemisphere, 
and control or occupation of any of the 
Atlantic islands by Herr Hitler’s forces 
would jeopardise immediately the safety 
of portions of the Americas. All freedom, 
including America’s, depended upon the 
freedom of the seas, which at the moment 
was menaced ; if the ‘‘ Axis’’ Powers once 
should obtain control of the seas, they 
would spell the doom of the United States 
and of every other nation except their 
own. Only Great Britain stood in their 
way, and her ocean sovereignty was in 
peril; for the present rate of sinkings by 
German submarines was more than three 
times as high as the capacity of the 
British shipyards to replace them, and 
more than twice the combined British and 
American output of merchant ships. In 
these circumstances, the President de- 
clared, the national policy falls under two 
heads. Inthe first place, “ we shall actively 
resist, wherever necessary, and with all 
our resources, every attempt by Hitler 
to extend his domination to the Western 
hemisphere, or to threaten it. We shall 
actively resist his every attempt to gain 
control of the seas.’’ In the second place, 
‘‘from the point of view of strict naval 
and military necessity, we shall give 
every possible assistance to Britain and 
to.all who, with Britain, are resisting 
Hitlerism or its equivalent with force of 
arms.’ To give effect to this policy Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt has proclaimed an “ un- 
limited national emergency,’’ and his 
proclamation places the United States, to 


—— 


ing. 
No actual fighting has been done by the 
United States; in all other respects she 
has been, from the hour of the President's 
broadcast, a belligerent. Every activity 
within her borders can be subordinated 
to the needs of war. A tribunal has been 
constituted to settle industrial disputes— 
such disputes as have hampered the arms 
programme so severely for weeks past: 
The production of arms, both for America 
and for Britain, becomes the first call 
upon the national energies. Public works 
can be commandeered at the President's 
will. The Stock Exchange and the Money 
Market can be controlled. Transport of 
troops obtains first preference on the rail- 
ways, roads and waterways. The United 
States is becoming in fact, as the 
President urged her some time ago to 
become, a vast ‘‘ arsenal for democracy.” 
It makes no great difference whether he 
proposes to establish a system of convoys 
for American goods crossing the Atlantic 
to England, or to extend the network of 
naval patrols to cover the entire Atlantic: 
the result w bound to be the same. 
Between a line of cruisers, carefully 
shepherding a fleet of merchant vessels, 
and an equal array of cruisers, scouring 
the seas at a reasonable distance, there 
cannot be much to choose. President 
Roosevelt has declared that he shall not 
permit the ‘‘ Axis’? Powers to extend 
their dominion over the waters of the 
Atlantic, whether by way of Greenland, 
the Azores, or the Cape Verde Islands ; 
for their possession of any of these points 
would spell danger to the American Con- 
tinent. In a sentence, he has decreed that 
American territorial waters—and the 
Monroe Doctrine—shall imclude the two 
gigantic oceans that encompass the Con- 
tinent. That is as near to clarity as 
President Roosevelt has dared, or has 
deemed fit, to go. The details of his 
policy will become clear as time advances 
—clear beyond doubt at the moment when 
the first American destroyer sinks a 
German submarine with depth-charges, 
or the German submarine places its 
torpedo in the engine-room of an American 
destroyer. America is running a grave 
risk, and knows it; she has told the 
“ Axis’’ Powers to enter the Atlantic at 
their peril, and it is hardly to be expected 
that the “ Axis ’’ Powers will obey, since, 
whatever may be their prospects of victory 
in the present circumstances, obedience to 
the American ‘command would mean 
certain defeat. Yet America has left no 
doubt that she will accept the risk. If 
she has not set down her programme of 
action in black and white detail, she has 
declared beyond yes or nay that this war 
is her affair, as indubitably as that of the 
professed belligerents, and that she will 
take what comes. 


Church Finance ° 


In these days of financial uncertainty 
and general uneasiness, members of the 
Church of Ireland will read with some 
gratification the statement on the Church's 
finances that was made by Sir John Keane 
yesterday at the meeting of the General 
Synod. The Church of Ireland is regarded 
by many who are ignorant of the facts 
as a plutocratic institution, inasmuch as its

all intents and purposes, on a war foot- 


more than a trustee for its safe keeping. 
Sir John Keane’s speech showed that now, 
as heretofore, those who are responsible 
for the administration of Church funds 
are well worthy of their trust. These 
funds are invested in a wide range of 
securities ; but nearly all the investments 
are on a sterling basis. Before the war 
an attempt might have been made to make 
capital gains by the purchase of dollars; 
but Sir John Keane told his audience very 
rightly that any such move would have 
been “an unjustifiable gamble.” Its 
main object must have been to guard 
against a possible depreciation in sterling 
assets, and that would have been defeated 
by the powers that the Irish Government 
has taken and exercised to acquire all 
dollar holdings in this country. In all 
the circumstances, the members of the 
Church of Ireland have good reason to be 
pleased with the way in which the 
Church’s finances are being handled. As 
matters stand at present, the market values 
of securities hardly constitute a sound 
criterion of financial strength, for nobody 
possibly can foretell what may happen 
to-morrow ; but the fact is that the Church 
of Ireland’s investments at the monient 
stand at some ten per cent. above cost 
price. Furthermore. the Church’s stocks 
are liquid in large quantities. As Sir 
John Keane remarked, this fact alone is 
a remarkable testimony “ to a public con- 
fidence in the futufe, which far transcends 
a mere monetary or material concept.’’ 
The total income of the Church of Ireland 
last year was £420,000—about £5,000 less 
than that of the previous year. The main 
cause of this reduction was the default 
of an investment in the non-belligerent 
State of Argentina; but, of course, the 
fact must be faced by everybody concerned 
that the population of the Irish Church 
has been falling steadily for some years 
past, and that the rate of decrease is 
likely to be accelerated, rather than 
reduced, by the present war. While 
numbers inevitably are declining, and, in 
consequence, the Church’s 
potential as well as actual, must decrease, 
the demands on Church funds tend to 
increase rather than to fall. The Church 
of Ireland knows no border, and the 
recent air raids on Belfast and other 
parts of Northern Ireland have resulted 
in grievous damage to Church property. 
Large sums of money will be needed to 
repair this damage, with or without 
Government compensation; and a resolu- 
tion was adopted by the General Synod 
proposing a collection in every church in 
Ireland on behalf of those parochial 
organisations which had suffered through 
the operation of the war. It also was 
decided to make a grant of £7,700 towards 
the cost of a new church in Crumlin, 
outside Dublin—a fact which gives the 
best possible answer to those who are 
inclined to think that the Church of 
Ireland in the twenty-six counties is 
moribund. Taken all round, Sir John 
Keane’s financial statement to the General 
Synod was highly satisfactory. The 
Church of Ireland, in common with many 
other Christian institutions, has been 
passing through difficult times, and is 
facing times that may be even more 
dificult. Finance is an essential, while 
not in any way the most important, 
feature of Church organisation; and in 
this respect the Irish Church has reason 
to congratulate itself. Its finances are on 
a thoroughly sound basis, and are being 
husbanded with pious care. Whatever 
may happen in the future—and the 
general outlook at present hardly can be 
said to be bright—those who are 
responsible for the Church’s_ financial 
administration may face it with 
confidence, for they have done their 
work well.

“Treacherous Money” 


“Money is treacherous. Absence of it 
ruins the poor and presence of it ruins 
te __rich.’’ This statement—which 
indicates the opinion of Mr. William 
Saroyan, a well-known Broadway play- 
wright—was issued by the Associated 
Press recently. Mr. Saroyan has not said 
anything new, but for all that, he has, 
as the Americans say, ‘‘said a mouthful.”’ 
He takes the view that money should he 
abolished altogether, and although he does 
not offer any alternative for it, no doubt 
many people will say that whatever is the 
alternative, it could be no worse than the 
present system, The people who recently 
have inclined towards the view that some 
new system of finance should be adopted, 
no doubt are somewhat prejudiced, on 
account of the present high cost of the 
necessaries of life. A glance through 
some of the happenings of the past seven 
days should convince anybody of the truth 
in Mr. Saroyan’s statement that money 
is treacherous. During the last few days 
the world read of the sinking of two of 
the world’s greatest battleships, the 
H.M.S. Hood and the Bismarck. The 
Hood cost about six millions, and the 
Bismarck cannot, have cost very much less. 
In the same week, the newspapers con- 
tained the interesting news that the care- 
taker of Moatfarrell burial ground—who, 
up to the present has been earning a 
salary of £1 per annum—has been awarded 
an increase, in view of the present high 
cost of living. It was only by accom- 
panying his request for. an increase with 
a month’s notice of his resignation if he 
did not get it, that the care- 
taker was able to persuade his employers 
that he was in earnest. His increase, 
when it did arrive, was munificent. His 
salary now amounts to £3 per annum, 
which figure represents an increase of 
fully 200 per cent. on his former wage. 
Even the most highly paid member of the 
Civil Service hardly could hope for a 
sudden rise of 200 per cent. At the same 
time, the caretaker’s present salary, in- 
cluding the increment, amounts only to 
something slightly over 1s. a week. In 
the Resident Magistrate’s Court at Derry 
& man was fined £4 12s. 39d. for allowing 
a mountain fire. The man, quite 
naturally, was astonished at the unusual 
sum of money, and asked the judge to 
repeat the sentence, He was then informed 
that the summons had been made under 
an old Game Law and the statutory 
penalty was five Irish pounds. The modern 
equivalent for this sum ‘vorks out at

T HE speech of President Roosevelt 
has created a deep impression here, 
and it is generally remarked that he 
shows a very real appreciation of the 
situation. It is obvious that he now 
speaks as the head of a nation almost 
completely united concerning the issues 
before it, and the speech cannot fail to 
be understood by all other countries. It 
is impossible to say what effect the speech 
will ete but in any event it is thought 
here that its implications are so far- 
reaching that it cannot be misunderstood 
or overlooked. The President, it is noted 
here, has now become virtual dictator of 
the United States by the powers conferred 
upon him by a state of full national 
emergency. 


Premier's Salary - 


Much sympathy is expressed among 
members of the House of Commons- 
regarding a suggestion made by Sir Frank 
Sanderson, that the salary of the British 
Prime Minister should be paid to him free 
of tax. At present the occupant of the 
office gets 100 out of the official 
allowance of £10,000, and with this he has 
to keep up his official residence in 
Downing street and also pay all the 
expenses incidental to his position. Mr. 
Churchill. as a literary man, must have 
earned a very big annual income, and it 
is ig © Tg that to maintain his position 
and his own home and family he must 
draw upon his private resources. At the 
AN time only the King is exempt, if 
le so desires, from taxation, and most 
people would be glad to learn that Mr. 
Churchill was placed in a similar position. 


The Press Gallery 


When the House of Commons is recon- 
structed, it seems possible that better 
and greater provision will be made for the 
Press, not only of Britain, but of the 
Dominions and the United States. 
Accommodation has been limited in the 
past by the structure of the House, and 
the Dominion. journalists have had to sit 
in the Strangers’ Gallery when important 
occasion has required their presence.

FEAR OF 
. STOPPAGE 


“TAX MAY HAVE 
TO BE REPEALED ” 


N the Senate yesterday afternoon 
| the debate was resumed on the 

motion which had been put forward 
by Senators Foran, Lynch and Camp- 
bell, to annul the Emergency Powers 
(No. 83) Order, which seeks to restrict 
increases in remuneration, wages, etc., 
during the present emergency. 

Sir JOHN KEANE eaid that he 
supported the motion on the broad 
principle that legislation of this kind 
was quite unsuitable for an Order. It 
was far too complicated. He doubted 
very much whether all the interests 
concerned had been consulted, and, 
without that consultation the Govern- 
ment had not the necessary knowledge 
of commerce to make the Order. He 
doubted if the Government were wise 
in placing a figure on the maximum 
dividends which could be paid by 
enterprises of any kind. They would 
never get fresh capital invested in 
speculative enterprises if they limited 
dividends to six per cent. 

He did not think it possible to main- 
tain on the lower grade wages a 
refusal to increase these low wages in 
face of increased cost of living, which 
might be due to costs unconnected 
with labour, insurance and freightage 
rates, for instance. 


SHOCK TO WORKERS 


Mr. J. CAMPBELL said that this 
Order came as a deep ehock to the 
workers, and there was deep resent- 
ment throughout the country. They 
were authorised by 200, of the 
500,000 trade unionists who would be 
affected to protest in the strongest 
pessible manner against the Order. The 
workers had never been consulted on 
the matter. It was proposed to restrict 
their purchasing power, while at the 
same time prices of necessary com- 
modities were rising to sky-rocket pro- 
portions. 

He said that there was no other 
State in which such a drastic Order 
had been made. ‘The newspaper 
industry was in a parlous state because 
of the scarcity of paper. In twelve 
months’ time there might be no news- 
papers because there would be no 
newsprint available. Yet the Govern- 
ment had seen fit in the Budget to 
— the newspapers produced 
ere. while competing newspapers 
were allowed to come over the Border 
duty free, and to be sold at lower 
rices than the papers produced here. 

he newspaper industry in this 
country gave good employment, and 
had been treated very shabbily by the 
Government under present circum- 
stances In all probability next year 
the Minister for Finance would have 
to repeal the tax he had imposed on 
the newspapers and seek the money 
from some other source. 


GROWING POORER 
Mr. D. HEALY said he had heard 


that in some places in Dublin an ex- 
_cessive price had been charged for 
tea, and he considered that the persons 
who had made such charges should 
be severely dealt with. 

Mr. P. HOGAN said that the 
Senate should demand that a reason- 
able limit be fixed under which the 
Order would not apply; that workers 
in receipt of a low standard wage, 
which merely allowed them a sub- 
gistence. should not be brought within 
the ambit of the Order. 

Mr. D. FITZGERALD said that as 
a result of this war they were all 
going to be poorer. In that event 
everybody should suffer, except those 
in the lower-paid groups, but the 
sacrifice demanded from the well-off 
should be greater than that from the 
poor man. 


NO ATTACK ON 
SALARY EARNERS 


Mr. MacENTEE, the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, said that the 
matter of the Emergency Order and 
the question of the introduction of 
the Trades Union Bill had no associa- 
tion with each other whatsoever. The 
purpose of the Government in making 
this Order was not designed as an 
attack on the standard of living of 
the wage and salary earners. The 
Government fully appreciated that 
the workers had iced the emergenc 
with courage and devotion, and, with 
a few exceptions, they had accepted 
the difficulties of the present situa- 
tion with splendid self-discipline. It 
would, indeed, be a national calamity 


if that discipline were to break down 
simply because those who- were 
charged with the responsibility of 


bringing this country through the pre- 
sent peril had made an Order, which, 
in their view, was essential for the 
preservation of the State. It was 
not made without the fullest and 
utmost consideration of all the cir- 
cumstances. He knew also of the 
perils which beset the country, and 
ré the State and the whole community 
were not to go down in economic 
disaster, this was one of the steps 
which had to be taken to save it. 

The Order, had been made by the 
Government with the keenest appre- 
ciation of their duty to the country 
as a whole, and was not designed to 
victimise any class, but it was. an 
attempt to ensure that no c'ass, in- 
cluding the poorer class, would not be 
victimised. Whilst some section of 
the working classes had got substan- 
tial increases of wages, there were 
other sections who had secured only 
very trifling increases, and a great 
number of organised and unorganised 
workers had not been able to secure 
any increases at all. Unless there 
was definite action to control this ten- 
dency on the part of certain sections 
to seek compensetion at the expense 
of the rest of the community, it was 
bound to persist, and would become 
very aggravated as time went on and 
as the cost of living began to rise. 


NECESSARY ORDER 


This Order was essential for the 


preservation of the State and for the 
proper provision and control 
of supplies and services  essen- 
tial to the life of the 


community. The Government took full 
responsibility for the Order and the 
policy behind it, and those who voted 
against it took upon themselves the 
responsibility of formulating a new 
policy to deal with the dangers that 
now confronted their pects. In his 
opinion it would have been impossible 
to secure the purposes for which that 
Order had beeu made by way of 
ordinary legislation. Even the simplest 
measure took quite a Jeng time to get 
through the Oireachtas, so they could 
well imagine the time that would be 
taken to pass a measure such as that; 
the amount of prejudice with which 
the whole proposal would be 
approached, They knew the misrepre- 
sentation that would be made of every 
line of the measure, the bitterness 
that would be created, the demonstra- 
tions that would be heid, and above 
all, the time that would be spent in 
passing it. The very ¢ ity which 
that “Order was ve to prevent 
would be precipitated by the intro- 
duction of a bill to achieve the pur- 
of the Order.

If 
the Minister had made that Order a 
little over twelve months ago, and 
had simultaneously’ taken other steps, 
he would have felt it his duty to give 
him every possible support. He had 
not the slightest doubt of the Minister's 
good intention in the matter.

The 
Minister would be well advised to 
annul the Order for the present. He 
supported the motion. 

Senator Mrs. H. CONCANNON said 
that to pass the motion would consti- 
trte a vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment, which might have most disastrous 
effects, even outside the State. For 
that reason, therefore, she would not 
vote for it.

FOOD CODE 
HOW TO DEFEAT THE 
PROFITEER 


, Lord Woolton, British Food Minister, 
declaring war, in the House of Lords 
yesterday, on food , asked for 
‘play the game” food code to be hung 
in every home and religious institution, 
under which decent and _ patriotic 
le would undertake to keep the 
law and secure that no action of theirs 
would help the food profiteer or cheat. 
Without other traders’ concurrence, 
the concurrence of the public, subter- 
fuge and evasion of law, there 
would be no room for speculation, 
Eee rationing will soon be introduced 
special provision for children and 
invalids. ere will be no regular 
weekly ration.

OBITUARY 
DR. JOSEPH J. CULLEN

courses. Dr. Cullen was born at Green- 
field, Maynooth, in 1868.

diploma. He was appointed medical 
officer of the Castleknock Dispensary 
Drtrict in 1897, and later became

was prominent as a sprinter and in 
hockey. Dr. Cullen leaves a daughter 
and three sons, one of whom is Dr.

DECREE FOR RELIEF 
TO PENSIONER 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


A decree for the amount ciaimed, &77 4/-, 
was awarded to the Dublin Board of 
Assistance against William Kinz, Charle- 
mont. street, Dublin, as executor of the will 
of Rose Kelly, an old age pensioner, for 
relief granted to her as an inmate of the 
Infirmary in the Dublin Union from Novem- 
ber.

PARAFFIN OIL 
SHORTAGE 


In the Dáil yesterday, the Minister 
for Finance, Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY, 
informed General Mulcahy bi 
Dublin) that the increased yield of 
corporation profits tax arising from the 
changes outlined in financial resolutions 
dealing with it, and excess corporation 
rofits tax, was estimated at £1,400,000 
or the current year.
